2. Claims 1-7, 10-15, 22-26, 29-36, and 38-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by EP 553702 Rehfuss et aL 

Rehfuss discloses the instantly claimed compositions and method of coating at the abstract 
and the remainder of the document. The components b are necessarily and inherently reactive 
with the carboxyl groups of the reference' component a. 

3. Claims 1-7, 12-15, 22-26, 29, 31-37, and 39-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by EP 512710 Tramontano et aL. 

Tramontano discloses the instantly claimed compositions and method of coating at the 
abstract and the entire document, particularly page 3, lines 40-56. 

4. Claims 16-21 are allowable over the prior art considered because the prior art does not 
disclose this composition nor provide rationale for making it. 

5. Claims 8-9 and 27-28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art does not disclose nor provide rationale for using these compounds in the 
instantly claimed compositions.
